Sensational Developments in the 
Minnesota Investigation. 



Letters Proving That Small Dealers 
Were Bled Unmercifully. 



St. PACX, Minn., March la— The 
latest developments in thofconl combine 
sensation tend to confirm the Investi- 
gation committee in tliolr belief in the 
existence of such a combine. In ac- 
cordance with the order of the commit- 
tee, Sergcant-at-arms Slout, Friday, 
turned over to Sheriff Chapel all the 
books and papers.exeept the letter book, 
which was believed to contain conclusive 
evidence* of conspiracy. Later a war- 
rant was served on the sergeant-at- 
artns citing him to appear before Judge 
Egan, of thi 
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giving further details of the combine's 
organization and methods of work, and 
the committee had them under consid- 
eration Friday. The letters prove con- 
clusively that a great combine exists; 
thut it requires all wholesale dealers to 
pay John J. Rhodes 11,000 before going 
into busineaa; that all retail dealers 
must pay tlOO to the same gentleman 
before going into business, and that 
the supply of coal is absolutely cut off 
from all persons who attempt to soil it 
without authority from the bureau. 

In one letter, aaid to be written by 
Rhodes, 8. tt. Wilson, of Minneapolis, 
is informed that he had better furnish 
no more coal to W. Esteem, a retail 
dealer, until Mr. Rstees has paid his 
subscription. In an other letter 
the Lehigh Coal and Iron Co. la told 
that it must make W. lVtran. of Min- 
neapolis, subscribe or shut him off on 
supplies of coal Other letters of simi- 
lar nature were found. 

Senator Donnelly, chairman of the 
legislative committee, received a letter 
from one of the Pennsylvania coal 
barons, Friday, threatening to see that 
Minnesota gets no hard coal for 1803-04 
if the investigation is not dropped at 
once. 

The next move In the sensational 
case will be made at 10 o'clock Satur- 
day morning, when the serjeant-at- 
arms of the house and senate will be 
summoned before Judge Bgan, of the 
district court, and asked to show cause 
why they should not be punished for 
contempt In defying the sheriff when 
he sought to recover the combine's 
book last night. In the meantime, Mr. 
Rhodes has brought suit for $5,000 
damages, against the otHoers of the 
legtslatnre for seizing and keeping 
from him books which he constantly 
needed in his business.

Dmuaal Efi'i.us to buppress the Epi- 
demic in Europe. 



.1 Outbreak* la that Country. 

Nkw Yobk, March 18,-Dr. Hens Vir- 
chow, son of the eminent professor, 
was interviewed by a reporter Friday. 
When cholera was mentioned he seemed 
to recojrntie an old foe, and bejran to 
talk freely. 

"It is my opinion," aald he, "that you 
Americans hate leas cause to fear that 
the disease will be brought here again 
from (lerraany this year than last We 
are doing all we can to make It impos- 
sible for it to break out at Hamburg 
and other cities which it devastated 
last year. 

"At Hamburg we are building new 
water works, and these will soon be 
completed. The city water will be 
taken from a point much higher up the 
Bibe than It has been. Examination 
has disclosed the fact that the water 
there is pure and contains no germs of 
disease. Care will be taken that It in 
no way becomes Infected, and after Its 
arrival In the city it will be subjected 
to a filtering process which will, we 
hope, make it impossible to do injury. 

"I believe that the disease was 
brought about by fool water taken 
from the river Elbe and furnished to tho 
citizens of Hamburg to drink. I have no 
criticism to pass upon Von Petten- 
koffer.' lie la welcome to his own the- 
ory. The Elbe was made a sewer for 
several cities along Its banks, and by 
the time the water was received in the 
pipes at Hamburg it was absolutely 
uant to drtufc That It contained the 
garms of the disease that caused so 
many deaths I have not the slightest 
doubt I aay that the water from which 
Hamburg will derive Its new supply is 
pure, because it has been tested. Tho 
city of Halle has been supplied with it, 
and the death rate there is very small 
comparatively. 

"The experience of last year has been 
a warning to us all, and you may de- 
pend upon it that the utmost precau- 
tions will be taken, not only to keep 
cholera out of Germany, but to pre- 
vent Its Introduction elsewhere as the 
result of our own negligence. VVe know 
more about cholera now than we did 
tlx months ago. If men can learn any- 
thing by experience, certainly we ought 

"While here I ahall try and ascertain 
what the United States is doing to pre- 
vent the return of the pest 1 hope to 
meet several of your eminent phy- 
sicians, as well as your health officers, 
and 1 have no doubt I shall learn from 
them how they succeeded in warding 
off the scourge so splendidly when it 
was at your very doors. 

"I have not the time to go into an 
extended discussion of all the means of 
preventing aud treating the disease 
when it has seized a patient but 1 will 
aay in general terms that if the poison 
can be kept out of the stomach, then 
is very little, if any, danger of contract- 
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nut pay.
